TOO MUCH LEGISLATION. 


Careful observes of the tendency to 
our over-legislation have a period of 
anxiety during every session of the legie 
lature. 
There is nevsr any telling what 
mischievous law, clearly intended to be 
beneficial, may be enacted. The idea of 
the average legislator seems to be that he 
m ust go in to regul&re everything and 
reduce the scope of free action among the 
people as muon as possible. He assumes 
that while the people are fully compo* 
tent to eeltct their legislators, they are 
not competent to manage tbeir other af­ 
fairs. His purpose is benevolent, but on 
tbe whole he does a great deal more bang 
than good. He is moved a good deal by 
theory. He no longer asks whether a 
certain proposed law is necessary, but 
whether it is theoretically unobjection- 
able.—Milwaukee Sentinel 
The Sentinel is timely i i making this 
criticism on the recklessness of the Wis­ 
consin legislature. 
When an intelligent 
business man considers the method of 
doing legislative work, he will see that it 
is ccntrary to all the common sense laws 
of business. 
Over fourteen hundred 
bills have been introduced in the legis­ 
lature. It is not expected that more 
one-third of that ^number will become 
laws. Not one quarter of the num­ 
ber should pass the legislature for 
the simple fact that they are not needed. 
The people have become so distrustful 
of legislative bodies that, to use the lau 
guage of tbe {Sentinel, “all but six states 
*n the Union have provided for biennial 
instead of the annual sessions, and there 
is a general feeling that we should be 
able to get along quite as well with a 
session once id four years. 
At every 
session there is a disposition 
to in­ 
crease the functions of the state and the 
lesults are never what are expected. ’ 
Ths present legislature, to use the 
l&ugnage 
a prominent republican of­ 
ficial , "is altogether too slow and reck­ 
less.’ It Lot only has too short sessions, 
and too long adjournments, but in its

Tbe probabilities are that he is bet 
ter off than tbe president and will not be 
compelled, like him, to work for a living.

In looking over the Washington dis­ 
parities it is noticed that Justice Strong, 
of tbe supreme court, has invited Gen­ 
eral Harrison and wife to occupy his pew 
at the Church of the Covenant on Sun­ 
day, a courtesy which was accepted with 
thanks. This is tbe church that Mr. and 
Mrs. Harrison attended when be was in 
the senate, and Mr. Soott, the f I'her-in- 
law. has engaged a pew for them to oocu- 
py during their present stay in the city. 
Mr. Blaine, Mr. Wmdom and Mr. W a r ­ 
maker, of the cabinet, will also have 
pews at the Covenant. 
I t looks very 
much as if the cabinet was to be strongly 
Presbyterian, B laine,Windom, Wane 
maker, Proctor and Noble all belong or 
at least attend the Presbyterian service, 
and Law Partner Miller, if he goes into 
the cabinet, will make six out of the 
eight. 


W ashington, March 2.—In the House 
on motion of Mr. Allen of Michigan, the 
Senate bill was passed increasing to $150,- 
000 the limit of cost of the building at 
Winona, Minn. 
On motion of Mr. Anderson, of Iowa, 
the joint resolution was passed to promote 
commercial union with Canada. 
This joint 
resolution was introduced by Mr. Hitt, of 
Illinois, and was reported unanimously 
from tho committee on foreign affairs. 
It provides that whenever it shall be 
duly certified to tile President that the gov­ 
ernment of Canada has declared a desire 
to establish commercial union with the 
United States, having a uniform revenue 
system, like internal taxes to be collected, 
and like Import duties to be imposed on 
articles brought into either country from 
other nations, with no duties upon trade 
between the United States and Canada, he 
shall appoint three commissioners to meet 
those who may be likewise designated to 
represent the government of Canada to 
prepare a plan for the assimilation of the 
import duties aud internal revenue taxes of 
the two countries and an equitable division 
of receipts in a commercial union, and said 
commissioners shall report to tho President, 
who shall lay the report before Congress. 
In its report on tho resolution the com­ 
mittee on foreign affairs says: 
“ Our commercial relations with Canada 
have recently awakened a deepor interest, 
and received a more thorough discussion 
than ever before on lioth sides of the bor­ 
der. 
The tendency of public opinion is 
plainly toward tho enlargement of trade 
between the two countries. 
In Canada the 
movement has advanced from what was a 
few years ago an effort for partial recipro­ 
city, to a wide expression in favor of un­ 
restricted intercourse and 
commercial 
union. 
The chambers of commerce and 
boards of trade of the leading cities of 
Canada and more than fifty farmers’ in- 
rtitutes and conventions have adopted reso­ 
lutions declaring in favor of commercial 
union, of unrestricted trade between the 
two countries. 
The answer made by their 
opponents and those most closely attached 
to English trade and English rule has been 
that the United States has given no indica­ 
tion that it would receive or even consider 
any proposal, however friendly in spirit or 
however favorable to us in its terms it 
might be. 
“ Your committee believe that tho power 
herein conferred upon tho President can do 
no harm, that it will be wisely used, and 
will lead to beneficial results, promoting 
the independence, prosperity, and peace of 
two great peoples.” 
Mr. Hitt said that without delaying the 
House by a speech now, ho would print 
some of tho many reasons for wider com­ 
mercial relations with Canada, tho simi­ 
larity of tho recent tariff system of the 
two countries and tho facility of assimila­ 
tion; the enormous increase of our exports 
to Canada from fifty to seventy or eighty 
millions per annum, certain to result in the 
practicability of preventing all frauds un­ 
der the common tariff and internal revenue; 
the great saving to both countries, and 
greatly increased prosperity to both; the 
guarantee of peaco and harmony in the 
future. 
Since he introduced this resolution it had 
lxson widely 
considered 
and discussed 
favorably, and the committee ou foreign 
affairs reported it favorably without a dis­ 
senting voieo. 
Mr. Bynum, of Indiana, objected to the 
request of Mr. Allen, of Mississippi, for 
the passage of a bill granting a right of 
way through tho Indiau Territory to tho 
Bt. Louis & Ban Francisco Railroad Com­ 
pany. 
On motion of Mr. Enloe, of Tennessee, 
the Senate amendment was non-concurred 
in to the House bill to punish dealers or 
pretended dealers in counterfeit money for 
using the United States mail. 
Mr. Holmes (Iowa) called 
up the De 
Moines river laud bill, with tho President’s 
veto message thereon. 
Mr. Crisp, in the interest of tho Califor­ 
nia contested election case, raised the ques­ 
tion of consideration. 
Tho Houso agreed to the conference re­ 
port on the bill providing that public lauds 
adapted to agricultural purposes shall here­ 
after be disposed of only under the provis­ 
ions of the homestead law. 
Tho bill fur­ 
ther provides that pre-emption settlers 
whose claims have been heretofore initiated 
and are subsisting, may change their filings 
and entry to a homestead to be considered 
under that law. 
Tho right of location of 
soldiers’ certificates is left under existing 
law. 
Mr. Randall moved to dispense with 
private business, so as to pave the way 
partially to a consideration of the Cowles 
bill; and Mr. Mills in his antagonism to 
that measure, called up as a question of 
privilege, a President’s veto on a private 
bill. 
Both theso gentlemen were side­ 
tracked, however, by Mr. Enloe (Tenn.) 
with a conference report on tho bill to 
punish dealers in counterfeit money for 
using the United States mails. 
Pending a 
vote the House adjourned.

It ends with tho Platt 
forces on tho run for home, defeated and 
with no heart at present for tho renewal of 
the conflict. 
Their only consolation is that 
Warner Miller himself will be out of tho 
Cabinet as well as Mr. Platt. 
But one of 
Warner Miller’s friends will be in, and tho 
name 
of that friend 
will 
probably 
be Cornelius N. Bliss, chairman of the New 
Yrork State Republican committee, Presi­ 
dent of tho New England society, Vice 
President of the Union League club, head 
of the great wholesale dry goods firm of 
Bliss, Fabyan & Co., and director in 
various banks and financial enterprises. 
While Gen. Harbison has not yet told Dr. 
Bliss that ho will be a member of his 
Cabinet, all those who ought to bo in­ 
formed say that ho will do so to morrow, 
and this is the way they figure out tbe 
Cabinet now:

SUSTAINS TH E VETO. 


Ben H ynss, H is W ife, and Seven Chil­ 
dren Lose Their Lives in a Swamp. 
C h a tta n o o g a , Tenn., March 2.—Last 
Wednesday the family of Ben llynes, nine 
in all, were drowned in a swamp in Deca­ 
tur county, near tho Tennessee river, a 
colored man who was with them alone es­ 
caping. 
The family wero moving in a 
wagon, and after dark became lost in the 
swamp. ‘ They came to a stream which the 
colored driver refused to cross. Mr. Hynes 
thereupon took up the lines and forced tho 
team to go ahead. 
In a moment they wero 
in water ten feet deep, and father, mother, 
and seven children were lost. Citizens havo 
been searching for the bodies aud havo 
found three.

[laughter], least of all to Mr. Chamberlain, 
but speaking simply of tho seventy mem­ 
bers now converting the Tory minority into 
a m ajority—he regarded their votes in tho 
coming Parliament as of small importance. 
[Cheers. ] 
It was said that tho present government 
of Ireland would have been remarkably 
successful but for tho difficulties placed in 
tho way in connection with tho land ques­ 
tion. 
Who placed them there? 
Why, Mr. 
Chamberlain and Mr. Hartington and their 
friends. 
[Cries of “ Oh, oh,” and opposi­ 
tion cheers.] They created the land diffi­ 
culty, and when the effects of the prevail­ 
ing distress became patent they obstinately 
refused to deal with them. 
Tho refusal 
was followed by tho plan of campaign. 
It 
was the direct and necessary offspring of 
their 
policy. 
Ho had 
never 
vindi­ 
cated breaches of the law in any shape, 
but ho must say that there wero many 
cases in which the law makers were more 
responsible than the law-breakers, and this 
wa3 one of them. 
[Cheers. ] The govern­ 
ment continued to declare its anxiety to 
settle the land question; yet, with a large 
m ajority behind it Mr. Chamberlain ap­ 
pealed to him to propound a scheme for 
the settlement of the question. 
He, then, 
was a person so happy as to possess the 
political confidence of 
his opponents. 
[Laughter and cheers.] 
The responsibility 
for tho delay in coming to a settlement 
must rest upon tho m ajority in power. 
[Cries of “ Hear, hear.” ] The refusal to 
produce a measure would tend still further 
to expose tho utter hollowness of the Con­ 
servatives in regard to Ireland and tho real 
determination of the m ajority to do noth­ 
ing to ameliorate the condition of tho Irish 
people. 
[Cheers.] 
Mr. Gladstone proceeded to show from 
the results of th* by-elections th at the 
opinion of the country was turning to home 
rule. 
He next contested the assertion that 
the improving condition of Ireland was 
duo to the administration of tho govern­ 
ment, expressing surprise that the increase 
in agricultural values was put to the credit 
of the government. 
Referring to the P ar­ 
nellite prisoners he denounced the degrad­ 
ing hardships and personal indignities they 
suffered, and denied that tho treatm ent of 
political prisoners under the Liberal gov­ 
ernment was similar. 
No other goyem- 
ment, Liberal or Conservative, had given 
imprisoned » political 
men such usage. 
[Cheers.] 
Mr. Balfour’s plea that the 
treatm ent of prisoners could not be altered 
without an alteration of the rules beyond 
his power was ludicrous. 
The plain truth 
was the present treatm ent of prisoners was 
p a rt of a system of extreme repression. 
W hy ought not the Conservatives to real­ 
ize that tho anti-national system in Ireland 
constituted an imminent danger to the 
union? [Cheers. ] 
He proceeded to give a glowing account 
of the progress of Ireland under Drum­ 
mond from 1835 to 
1810, contrasting 
it 
with the regime of Balfour. 
He declared 
that the breach between tho people and 
the government was now widening, 
and 
that tho confidence of the people in the 
law and in the administrators of the law 
was impaired and almost gone [cheers], In 
conclusion Mr. Gladstone said: 
“ To continue the state of things under 
which so many representatives of this 
House are placed under a brand of pro­ 
scription is impossible. 
You may deprive 
of its grace and freedom the act you are 
asked to do, but avert it you (cannot 
[prolonged cheers]. I To prevent the consum­ 
mation of it is utterly beyond your power. 
It seems to approach a t an accelerated 
rate; but, come slower or quicker, it is 
surely coming, and many of you who have 
opposed it must already see in the hand­ 
w riting on the wall signs of tho coming 
doom. ” [cheers]. 
Mr. Goshen, chancellor of the exchequer, 
denied that the government desired to de­ 
lay the extension of local government in 
Ireland. 
When the time was opportune 
the government would bo ready to grapple 
with the difficulties. 
He was hopeful of 
better success than that which attended 
Mr. Gladstone’s proposals.

in 1862 and was reappointed in 1872. 
Ile was chief justice of tho Leeward 
islands in 1873-74, aud under secretary of 
state for the colonies from July, 1874, to 
1876, when he was appointed assistant un­ 
der secretary of state for foreign affairs. 
In 1882 he was appointed permanent undor 
secretary of state for foreign affairs, suc­ 
ceeding tho late Lord Tenterden. 
Sir Julian 
Pauncefote is a lawyer, not a diplomat, and 
was never attached to any embassy. He was 
appointed to his present post on account of 
his extensive knowledge of the legal bear­ 
ings of treaties. 
As his present salary is 
only £2,000 yearly, tho new appointment 
is a desirable one, the salary of the minis­ 
ter a t Washington being 
£8,000. 
Sir 
Julian married Miss Selma Cubitt, daugh­ 
ter of tho late Maj. Cubict, and has a 
family. 
Among officials he has a reputa­ 
tion for shrewdness. 
He has quiet, amia­ 
ble manners, allied with much acuteness.

Passes O ne B r a n c h o f th e I n ­ 
d ia n a L e g is la tu r e . 
Indianapolis, 
Ind., 
March 2. — Both 
branches of the legislature disposed of con­ 
siderable business Friday, and nearly all 
the im portant bills introduced during the 
session wero so far advanced upon the cal­ 
endar that thoir passage can Le accom­ 
plished without much delay. 
In the Sen­ 
ate the bill establishing a board of public 
works for this city was passed, after many 
futile efforts on tho part of the Republicans 
to amend it, and, contrary to expectation, 
the vote was taken without a scene. 
Tho 
bill amending tho metropolitan polio* bill 
so as to include the fire departm ent was 
also 
passed, 
and 
these 
measures 
have 
both 
gone 
to 
the 
Governor 
for his signature. 
There is little question, 
however, that both will Le vetoed. 
The 
bill providing for the inspection of all ani­ 
mals designed for food, and which was in­ 
troduced at the instance of the health 
board, wa6 also passed after an interesting 
discussion. 
It was charged that Phil A r­ 
mour of Chicago had formed a beef trust 
and was controlling the meat m arkets in 
tho large cities of a dozen States, and one 
member boldly asserted that the bill waa 
aimed at this monopoly. 
It provides that* 
all cattle, hogs, and sheep killed for food 
in any city in Indiana shall be inspected 
on foot, and it shall be unlawful to sell or 
offer for sale any m eat not so inspected, 
the penalty being from $50 to $100 for 
every violation of the law. 
The House passed the bill for the equip­ 
ment and furnishing of the new insane 
hospitals at a cost of $187,000; the bill for 
the organization a n i regulation of the 
Indiana militia was also passed; the bill in­ 
creasing the tax levy in this county from 
90 cents to $1.30. 
A dozen or more im 
portant bills were engrossed. 
One perm it­ 
ting cities to charge $250 and incorporated 
towns $150 for license to sell intoxicating 
liquors came back from the committee with 
a recommendation th at it ba indefinitely 
postponed. 
A minority report, however, 
recommended its passage. 
Tho author de­ 
fended his bill at some length, insisting 
that iii cities and towns where public senti­ 
m ent favors a greater restriction of tho 
liquor traffic, and where the revenues must 
be increased by heavier tax levies, unless 
other means are found, it is only just that, 
the people should be allowed to increase 
the cost of Ii censes. 
Tho uncomplaining manner in which 
Representative I.inck received the severe 
sentence of tho House for his assault upon 
W illard has nrodueed a decided change in 
sentiment among tho members, and to-day 
several Democrats interested themselves in 
creating a sentiment among others favorable 
to a suspension and a reduction of tho fine 
to $25. 
In accordance with a general 
understanding among the Democrats, a 
resolution to this effect was introduced hist 
evening and was made the special order 
for Monday afternoon. 
It will doubtless 
be adopted.

L ondon, March 2.—An Englishman sup 
posed to be Richard Pigott was arrested at 
the hotel Des Ambassadeurs in Madrid to­ 
day under tho name of Iionold Ponsonby. 
The man afterward committed suicide with 
a revolver. 
The description of the suicide 
corresponds with that of Pigott. 
Tho man 
spoke English only. 
A small amount of 
silver was found in his pockets. 
The police 
have taken possession of tho papers and 
other articles found upon him. 
Tho description given of the man tallies 
with that of tho one who called at the 
Hotel des deux Mondes in Paris after 
Pigott’s flight. 
The suicide is undoubtedly 
Pigott. 
He doubtless assumed tho name of 
Ronald Ponsonby because tho initials cor­ 
responded with those on his baggage. 
The arrest of the suicide was made in 
consequence of a telegram from the British 
foreign office. 
Ponsonby arrived 
from 
Paris Thursday morning. 
His only bag­ 
gage was a small hand-bag. 
Soon after 
his arrival he sent a telegraphic dispatch 
to London. 
The Standard says it Ls able to confirm 
the statement that tho suicide was Pigott. 
When arrested he took tho situation coolly 
and threw tho officers off tho scent.

New O rleans, Deo. 18.- ^Special to 
the Omaha Bte ] —Maty theusands scat­ 
tered ever this great country, from its 
extreme e&btern to weatem, northern to 
eoutbern bounders, are waiting and 
watching to-day to learn if the wheel of 
fortune may not bring to them that grand 
capital prize of $6.0.UUU; which is a little 
lees than one-foor.h of the immense sum 
ilib day distributed by the Louisiana 
State Littery Company. 
Circumstances so order that I make 
the L 'Uisiana Slate L Attery the basis of 
my first communication (rom this city, 
believing that it will prove interesting to 
your waders, as picturing one of the in­ 
stitutions of the State of Louisiana, 
which is the main support of that cele­ 
brated Charity hospital, that welcomes 
the poor and friendless stranjpr as read­ 
ily as the needy one at home, and oares 
for all alike. 
When your correspondent received in­ 
structions to proceed southward, New 
Orleans being the objective point, he 
remembered that this being his.firat visit 
to the Crescent City, it would ba well to 
a^m himself with letters of introduction 
to some of the most prominent and dis­ 
tinguished of her citizens. He was par­ 
ticularly favored by being brought into 
contact with the Hon. Q. W. Nott, post 
master; Col, Page Baker, managing edi­ 
tor of the Times Democrat; Mr. P. O. 
ETazende, of the well known banking 
house of Fazende & Seixas, as well as 
other leading citizens, and during a 
short formal conversation, the principal 
points of interest—to a 
stranger—were 
suggested by Mr. Fazende, saying he 
would at onoe; order bis carriage and 
drive me through the city. As we near­ 
ed the corner of Bt. Charles and Union 
streets my escort said, pointing to a band 
si me, substantial looking structure, three 
Htorits high, ‘‘There is the home of the 
Louisiana State Lottery Company, and 
by the way to -morrow is the appointed 
day for the mammoth drawing, >n which 
over $2 OOU.OOU is to be distributed, and 
the first capital prize 19 $600,100. 
You 
should attend the drawmg by all means, 
and on no account fail to visit the corn- 
pay ’s office.” Then it learned what an 
intense interest was taken by the people 
of all grades in society, not only in the 
city of New Orleans, but throughout the 
state and surrounding states, in this 
wonderful institution, whioh, as may not 
be generally known to the readers of 
The Bee, is not only the only legalized 
one in this country, deriving its original 
charter from the state legislature in 1868, 
but id 1870, by act of the state oonstitu 
clonal convention, aaa incorporated as 
part of the new constitution formed by 
that body, and this aot indorsed by an 
almost unanimous vote of the people of 
the state, and the people of New Orleans 
and Louisiona have never had reason to 
regret that action. 
From 1868 co the time of the adoption 
of the new constitution, the company 
contributed over $5U0.0(J0 in support of 
the public schools, and since that time 
(1879) have set aside a yearly fund of 
$40 OOO for the use of the chanty hospital 
ntretufcre mentioned, besides its more 
thau princely su port jf all other insti­ 
tutions, chantable and otherwise in the 
city and state. In feet Mr. Fazende told 
me mat good and chantable deeds were 
not confined to the company as a whole, 
but individual members are foremost in 
coiitiibutmg liberally from their private 
means, for the encouragement and suc­ 
cess of schemes that conduce to the in­ 
terest and welfare of the city and state. 
The officers and directors of the com­ 
pany are among the most popular, re­ 
spected anil leading citizens, and the 
commissioners, who alone superintend 
and manage the drawings are those old 
generals of the confederacy, loved and 
revered by the south, Generals Jubal A. 
Early and G.T. Beauregard. These two 
gentlemen have no interest whatever in 
the company, as General Early told your 
corresdondent in conversation after the 
drawing to-day; and the company have 
neither voice nor vote in the manner and 
management of the drawing 
proper. 
Thus is provided a perfect safeguard—if 
such wero for the time bemg necessary— 
for the patrons of the lottery, thoroughly 
divorcing the management of the com­ 
pany from the management of the draw* 
ing. 
And now a few words as tc the details 
of the company’s management, 
Armed with a letter of introduction, 
your, correspondent visited the offices on 
Bt. Charles street and was courteously 
received by Dr. M, A. Dauphin, the 
president, who requested his general 
manager to esoort me through the several 
departments and explain the methods of 
conducting tbeir vast business. 
The building is a handsome three- 
•tory granite front structure, built aud 
owned by the company, and devoted ex­ 
clusively to their own uses. The gene­ 
ral office on the first floor, presents at 
first sight the appearance of a large 
bankmg house. 
It was crowded with 
people eagerly waiting their turn to 
purchase—what eaoh individual hoped, 
wouid prove the lucky number that 
would draw the capital prize of $630,000. 
In the several departments there are per- j 
haps over one hundred clerks employed, 
and one peculiar, yet necessary feature 
of the assignment of them is, that they 
are in pairs ct desks, so arranged that 
they face each other; that is for the 
purpose cf acting as check on the mu­ 
tual errors of eaoh other. 
Here m one apartment to a large force 
of clerks is assigned the duty of opening 
and stripping the letters received by 
every mail, one set opens them, another 
set verities the contents with the letter, 
another tet assorts them according to 
ih« nature and value of the enclosure; 
to another set is confided the care of 
such letters as call for some special 
numbers, or enclose money for some fu­ 
ture as well as present drawing, winch 
must be laid aside for the present, to be 
taken up and attended to after the regu­ 
lar mail that involve no “outside meth- 
o Is” has bad attention. 
Another set 
fill orders for the tickets, whioh are ver­ 
ified and “ O. K ’ d” by another set. An­ 
other set records alphabetically the name 
and address of every Bender of a letter, 
(and if an ordinary currency enclosure, 
registered letter, money order, postal 
note, express package or draft), in a book 
especially ior each corresponding remit­ 
tance. with date, month, eto. 
Another 
set addresses the envelopes to each pa­ 
tron or correspondent, and another ver- 
‘ ities these directed envelopts with the 
recorded list referred to above. 
Yet 
another set sees that the order is prop­ 
erly filled as required by the letter or re­ 
quest, ai d that the ticket or tickets paid 
fi r are with the return letter of acknowl­ 
edgement before being placed in the en- 
Vi lope for mailing. 
In fact, to state it 
at .once, in bri3f, the letter received un- 
opeutd, pasf es through some fifteen or 
sixteen different sets of olerks—each 
(laired, to verify each other's work, be­ 
fore the letter of acknowledgment con ­ 
taining the ticket is finally placed in the 
envelope and mailed. 
It appears to be a complex system at 
first sight; in reality it is simple, but 
tin rough aud perfeot in its working. 
There is no possible chance, apparently, 
for error of any kind. 
Another department that presents a 
busy appearance is the mailing and fold­ 
ing department of the prize list. Here a 
force of clerks i* engaged addressing 
envelopes, Trona the recorded list of cor­ 
respondents, for before the sun sets on 
the .lay after the drawing, to every patron 
is mailed a list of 
the prize num­ 
bers. 
By stem, 
thorough 
system, 
in 
every 
detail 
is 
the 
shibbo­ 
leth of the management, and were it not 
so it would he utterly impossible to man­ 
age the enormous business that must be 
transacted day by day in the building. 


To facilitate the work, and prevent any 
loss of time, bs well as to maintain dis­ 
cipline and secure the employes from 
possible outside temptation, the oompaDy 
at tbeir own expense, furnish a first class 
lunch to all their clerks, at stated inter­ 
vals during the day—one-half only at a 
time repairing to the restaurant or din­ 
ing room fitted up in the rear of the main 
office on the first floor. They are allowed 
from twenty minutes to half so hour 
when they return to tbeir several stations, 
and the other half repair to the lunch 
room. 
Thus the woik ever goes on dur­ 
ing the day, and a perfect ana systematic 
control cf it is maintained by the ch’efs 
of the several departments. 
While going through the receiving de­ 
partment or office where the mail is first 
opened, the manager called my attention 
to the fact that eveu in writing for lottery 
tickets, where one would naturally sup­ 
pose every correspondent would be very 
careful to give all needful information, 
that very often letters reached them with 
no signature or no address, or may be the 
named scrawled very illegibly and noth­ 
ing to iDdioaie town cr state, and in many 
elses neither can be deciphered from the 
blur or blotch that Uncle Sam’s post­ 
masters use in some country offices as a 
postmark. 
These letters containing money, what 
disposition do you make of them?’ I 
asked. 
For answer I was conducted to what 
be termed the “old horse” vault, ana 
sending for a olerk who brought a bunch 
of keys with him, opened a long ocffiu- 
like case, and therein disclosed to me 
thousands of suoh letters, with the origi­ 
nal remittance pinned to each. 
In this 
vaalt are two suoh boxes, which at the 
present time contam perhaps $5,000 to 
$10.000—the accumulation from careless 
correspondents who fail to give name and 
address. 
‘‘What oourse do you pursue,” I asked, 
*iu cases like these ? Burely these par­ 
ties make some inquiries regarding their 
remittances.” 
‘‘Ob, yes,” he answered, “and often the 
letter of inquiry gives a little clue to the 
writer of the original letter therefore we 
have what we term a tracing department, 
which I will show you.’* 
Going thither, your correspondent was 
shown the “Inquiry Record’’—whioh is 
in printed form, and fashioned after the 
form in use by the postoffice department. 
Eor instance: A letter of inquiry as to a 
remittance 
sent by John Jones, of 
Omaha, Nebraska, is made and placed iu 
the bands of the tracers. 
It is found 
that such a letter was received, the sev- 
e a ie ora* examined, and traced finally 
to the mailing department, where, on 
such a date, acknowledgment aud ticket 
was mailed. This is recorded and the 
inquirer notified, and then the matter is 
traced through the postoffice department. 
Should the record prove after tracing, 
that no suoh letter was ongma'ly re­ 
ceived, the same result is eutereti in tbe 
inquiry book, aud the sender asked for 
more specific information. 
Very often 
it occurs that the letter of inquiry, aa 
stated,refers to some letter that ha* 
neither signature Dor address. Theo, 
after exhausting all known methods of 
tracing it through the regular books of 
recorj, a visit is made to the “old horse 
vault, and perhaps it is then, by special 
and prolonged examination, and a com 
parison of ohircgrapby, that the company 
is euabled to determine the writer of the 
original letter containing the remittance 
The questioned solved to their own sat­ 
isfaction, they so advise the writer, and 
fill bis order for the coming drawing, if 
requested, or return his money. 
But the company do not wait for let­ 
ters of inquiry from their careless cor­ 
respondents 
For instance, if they oau 
decipher the name of the party aud 
towu—while there may be nothing to in­ 
dicate the state—they glean from the 
Postal Guide, every state and territory in 
which is located a town of that name, 
and send a postal card to each cue, ad­ 
vising the party named that they are iu 
possession of a package of value; and i 
his or hers, to write giving description 
of its contents, when sent, name of town 
and state, etc. 
Thus, very often they 
anticipate a letter of inquiry, aud fill an 
order with but little delay. You* eorreo- 
pondeot wa* told of one particular case 
in which a patron failed to give any leg­ 
ible address, SLd all inquiries on the 
part of the company failed to discover 
him. But at about the same time it was 
reliving letters from some one who was 
calling it hard names. This party was 
requested to give, if possible, the date of 
his original letter of remittance, the na­ 
ture of it, whether bills, silver, money 
order, if by express or otherwise. But 
the company got no definite answer from 
bim,only an additional abusive com­ 
plaint. 
“Finally,” said the manager, “a man 
came into the office one day aua declared 
he was going to know why tho com­ 
par y had robbed him of hts money 
without giving him any satisfaction. 
Learning his name the general manager 
took h.m aside, and by clever question­ 
ing got out of him in a few minutes 
more definite information than a series 
of letters bad extracted. Taking him into 
th i old “horse vault”, one of the boxes 
was opened, and very Boon the original 
letter was discovered. Immediately rec­ 
ognizing it. the man exclaimed. 
“ Why, that’s the very old bill that I 
sent with it that you got pinned on 
there.” 
"Yes,” was the reply, “ you see we did 
not steal your money or put in it our pock­ 
ets, but you notice there are no direc­ 
tions in any part of your letter whereby 
we could learn where to send you proper 
return.” 
Then the man was full of apologies. 
No doubt he is a regular patron now, 
but more cirefal in giviog proper ad­ 
dress. But the company is not always 
fortunate enough to reduoe the “old 
horse” account as in this case, and thus a 
large amount of money necessarily re­ 
mains to its credit. 
President Dauphin decrees that as it 
does not belong co the company, the 
company must not touch it, A concern 
that seta up such a standard of honesty 
m its dealings with its patrons cannot 
help compelling confidence in all its 
methods. 
All the correspondence appertaining to 
each drawing is bound in alphabetical 
form and filed away according to date in 
appropriate pigeon holes, so that in an 
instant almost the letter of a fortunate 
winner, showing name and location may 
be ascertained. 
This wa* verified lat^r 
o d , when' after the drawing, I called on 
Dr. Dauphin to learn if possible, the lo­ 
cal ties and names of the lucky ones who 
bad secured the capital prizes 
Happening to be in the president’s 
private office about IO o’olook on the 
morning of the drawing, your corre­ 
spondent bad the pleasure of meeting 
that old veteran of the confederacy, 
General Jubal A. Early, one of the com­ 
missioners, who oomes down o d c c a 
month from his home in Virginia, to su­ 
perintend the drawing. The old gentle - 
man, although some hat bent under the 
weight of years, yet looks rugged, and is 
as active on his feet as many mea thirty 
years lounger. He presents a most ven­ 
erable appearance, with his long. gray 
beard and broad bnmad slouched bat. 
His eye is sharp and piercing, and his 
voice as firm as in the old campaign days 
in the Shenandoah valley. 
He greeted 
me cordially, aud after making some in­ 
quiries ot the general manager relative to 
“the bagB” containing the tickets, he 
casually mentioned that he had just re 
reived a dispatch from some old friend in 
Rhode Island to wire birr immediately 
after the drawing, the number that se­ 
cured the capital prize. 
“Now of course,” said the general, 
with a merry twinkle in his eye, “he ex­ 
pects in some way I can help him win it, 
for he sends me the number of bis ticket. 
“I recoiled not long Bine,” the general 
continued, “a man iD|Rochester wrote me 
that if I could‘pull’ the capital priz* of 
$100,000 for him , I could keep $80,000 
and send bim $20,000. Toe 
fool,” 
added the old veteran, “if I done snob a 
thing and was rascal enough to do it, 
did be suppose I would be foolish en 
ough to divide any part of it.” 
“And so it ie,” said General Early, 


“some people have an idea that General 
Beauregard or myself can in some way 
give the prizes where we will

And as we wended our way to the Aiad ' wishing and praying that the goddess of 
emy of Music, which ii but a short dis- f fortune would favor them by throwing 
tatce from the Louisiana Blate Lottery 
Company’s building on the opposite side 
cf Bt. Charles street, the general said he 
would explain to me how utterly impcsi- 
ble it would be for him or General 
Beauregard to do any snoh thing. 
The Academy cf Mnsio, where the 
dr&wiog takes place, was econ reached, 
and at the general’s invitation your cor­ 
respondent was assigned a seat upon the 
stage, where he was introduced to Gen­ 
eral Beauregard, the associated com­ 
missioner, aud Messrs. W. I . . Hodgson, 
William Pinckard. G. G. Roux and J. 
H . A . Kousseyu, who assist the cem- 
missionera in the detail work. 
These 
are all prominent and well known bald­ 
ness men of New Orleans. Bested upon 
the stage was the genial Colonel Dan 
Wilson, so well known to every 
one in 
the Crescent City, who never fails to wit­ 
ness the grand aarwinga. 
On the stage twere two large boxes, 
whioh contained the ten bags in which 
were the tickets-—100,000—eaoh wrapped 
or tightly rolled aud encased in a strong 
gutta pcroha tube, the end of the ticket 
slightly projecting beyond the end of 
the tube or case. Eaoh tioket is printed, 
from I to 100,000, in great black figures 
so as to be readily read by the au­ 
dience in front when held up to view. 
The prize tickets 848 in number, are 
similarly printed and encased in like 
tubes, for be it understood that while 
there are but 848 prize numbers drawn 
out, there are in addition 2,298 approx­ 
imation prizes, whioh are explained be­ 
low. 
In the first place, to be explicit 
aud give a definite plan of the present 
Mammoth Drawmg, there are 848 prize 
tickets, enumerated as follows:

Ana herein is a point that is overlooked 
by many, viz: That they fail to grasp toe 
enormous amount of money that is dis­ 
tributed in tnese mammoth drawings. It 
will be i ecu that over $2 000.000, or to be 
explicit, $2,118,81)0 was distributed to-day 
by The Louisiana Btate Lottery Com­ 
pany, a much larger sum than ever be 
fore. But this, belt remembeied, was 
the first extraordinary drawing in which 
the grand capital prize, was doubled 
placing it at $600,000 in place of as for 
mr riy at $300,000. And perhaps it may 
not be in the very far future when 
this great institution will place the 
gra d capital prize at $1,000,000. Suffice 
it, at the sdmi-aunual Drawings dunng 
the coming year, it will remain aa now— 
$600,000. With such a prospect in view, 
how futile to talk to men aud tell them, 
lottery is a delusion and a snare. Ninety- 
nice out of a possible hundred are ever 
found to hug suoh delusion, when it may 
possibly be embraced at so insignificant 
a price. 
While waiting for the appointed bour 
to begin the drawing General Early (in 
presence of General Beauregard) ex­ 
plained to me how the tickets were 
counted by himself and his associate 
commissioner with the aid of only such 
assistants es selected by themselves, 
from I to IOO,qOO, and placed in the gutta 
peroba tubes described, the time con­ 
sumed in doing so being usually from 
five to six days; how, also, the prizsnum­ 
bers are so counted an similarly encased, 
then placed in canvass bags, tied with a 
string, and this string wrapped with 
strong manilla paper on the inside of 
which the autographs of General Early 
ana General Beauregard are placed, and 
then sealed with wax, upon which the 
seal “B and E ’ is placed: When thus 
sealed up they a r placed in a strong box 
in one of the oocnpan/s vaults, and are 
Dot touched by a living soul until they 
are brought out at the instance of the 
commissioners en the day of the draw­ 
ing to be conveyed to the Academy of 
musio. 
To describe tic manner of drawing 
may setal like a work of supererogation 
to iome of your readers, as it baa been so 
often described before, but certainly 
there are some of your patrons, and with­ 
out doubt a certain lady in Council Bluffs, 
your aoross-the-rirer cousin, who will 
be interested, for Mrs. Bailie O. Whittle­ 
sey, No. 35 North Beveotb stieet. Coun­ 
cil Bluffs, was the fortunate holder of the 
ticket entitling her to a share in the sec­ 
ond capital prize of $200,000. Her letter 
d ted November 30,1888, was written on 
the letter head of the Globe Publishing 
Company, Council Bluffs, and enclosed 
$5 for five tickets (fortieths.) A truly 
paying lo vestment, for her, $5,000 for $5. 
The Omaha Bee certainly congratulates 
her on ber good fortune. 
Well, to the drawings; On ascending 
the stage I found placed on the right aud 
left, two wheels, the one on the left much 
larger than the one on the right. It is 
drum shaped in its formation, about six 
feet in diameter and perhaps two to two 
aud one-half feet through, with glass 
heads, and the surroundings, wood. 
It 
rests on a frame work that it oan readilly 
be revolved by means of an iron crank, 
attached to the axle at eaoh end. A door 
or opening is arranged in the aide of the 
circular wood work, perhaps about a foot 
square, large enough to receive the tick­ 
ets which are poured in from the bags 
before mentioned. The smaller wheel is 
similarly constructed, the circular work 
being brass instead of wood. 
This ie 
called.the prize wheel. 
Tne ten bags 
ojntamiDg 
the 100,000 tickets being 
placed upon the middle of the stage near 
th© footlights were carefully scrutinized 
by Generals Early and Beauregard be­ 
fore being emptied into the wheel; then 
General Early began the work by break­ 
ing the seal, removing the manilla wrap­ 
per end cutting the string. 
The wrap­ 
per was handed to General Beauregard, I 
noticed it was in three folds, and as he 
laid it aside I saw why he examined it so 
closely. On the inner fold WS9 the auto­ 
graph of the two commissioners. Eaoh 
bag was thus scrutinized before being 
emptied into the big wheel, and then the 
empty bag itself examined aa minutely 
to see, as I learned, thai no possible tam­ 
pering had taken place, or that a pin hole 
evt.n was apparent, whereby at y possi­ 
bility a single ticket might have disap­ 
peared. When all ten barra bad under­ 
gone the same careful examination, and 
bad been deposited in the big wheel, the 
bag containing the 848 prize tickets were 
also jlaoed rn the same wheel, and then 
e-oh was rapidly revolve! for some min­ 
utes, back and forth, so as to thoroughly 
mix them up.

Among the audience I 
noticed many 
well 
and fashionably 
dressed ladies, each with a slip of paper 
in front of them, anxiously awaiting the 
hour when General Early would open 
that little door id the side of the wheel, 
behind which their heart of hearts was* 
centered for the time being. Gazing up­ 
on the spectacle of ladies and gentlemen 
in front, many of them being well known 
members of the exchanges, merchants 
and prosperous business men, I thought 
that here, at least, they seemed to feel do 
more out of place than such an audience 
would, enjoying the play at Boyd’s opera 
house in Omaha. 
At l l o’clock precisely, on a signal, 
two boys came forward, one to tne side 
of General Early aud the other to Gen 
oral Beauregard, and were eaoh blind­ 
folded by the commissioners, and then 
the former seated himself near the big 
wheel, and the latter by the small wheel, 
after each had opened the doors in the 
same; the boys stood et the openings be­ 
tween the wheels and the commission­ 
ers, and General Early said: 
“We’re ready,”; 
The house, wee a* still as death in a 
moment, as a tube was handed from the 
big wheel to General Early who unfolded 
it, and announced m a clear, resonant 
voice: 
“Thirty-six thousand two hundred and 
twelve.” 
Simultaneously the boy at the small 
wheel handed General Beauregard a 
prize tube when be in a deliberate, plain 
y heard voicw, exclaimed: 
“Two hundred dollars.” 
General Early then handed hi* ticket 
to an assistant standing up beside him, 
who again announced 
the 
number, 
*36.212,” at the same time holding it up 
so the audience o* ald plainly see the fig­ 
ures. 
General Beauregard also handed 
the prize ticket to an assistant standing 
beside him, who for the second time an­ 
nounced the prize $200, for the number 
just drawn. 
The ticket 36,212 and the prizs corres­ 
ponding, whiob, by the way, is printed in 
similar large black figures, are then 
hauded to a young mau sitting in front 
of the commissioners, who folds the two 
together ana places them in a box ar 
ranged in compartments, according to 
the grade or value. Thus tbtre is a com­ 
partment for $200, $400, $800, $1000, 
$2,000, $5,000, $10 600, $25 (HJO, $50,000, 
ana so on up to thesmgie ompartmcn'B 
for the three capital pnzes of $100,000, 
$200 OOO, and $600 OOO. While this is be­ 
ing done a clerk seated just behind Gen­ 
eral Early keeps record of the uumber as 
drawn and the corresponding prize, in a 
printed book adapted just for that pur­ 
pose. The tickets thus folded—the nam 
ber and the corresponding prize—are 
ventird next day by Generals Early and 
Beauregard, with tne record kept by the 
entry clerk, so that no po ;sible mistake 
may be made in awarding or withhold­ 
ing the piize to the holder of the lucky 
ticket. 
Thus the drawing proceeds—a number 
from the big wheel, a pr;zo from the 
small wheel, until twenty are drawn out, 
when an assistant who keeps tally sings 
out: 
“ Roll.”
